IMPASSE IN ESTABLISHING RWANDA’S TRANSITION 
INSTITUTIONS. RPF AND OTHER OPPOSITION PARTIES 
DEFERRED DEMANDS FOR INSTALLATION OF TRANSITION 
INSTITUTIONS DURING THE WEEKEND BECAUSE OF HIGH LEVEL 
MEETING. THE ENTIRE DIPLOMATIC CORPS PLANS JOINT 
DEMARCHE ON THE FOUR KEY PLAYERS TO URGE DIALOGUE AND 
ACTION. PRIME MIN IS TER- DESIGNATE IS TO HOLD MEETING 
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OF POLITICAL PARTY LEADERS 1/10 TO REVIEW THE 
SITUATION. SOURCE SAYS HE'S READY TO COMPROMISE.

HIGH LEVEL MEETING 


3. THE TANZAMIAN AMBASSADOR BROUGHT PRESIDENT 
HABYARIMANA AND THE RPF TOGETHER AFTERNOON OF 1/8 IN 
A FIVE AND ONE HALF HOUR MEETING THAT DID NOT 
OVERCOME THE OBSTACLES TO INSTALLING THE TRANSITION 
IMSTITUTIONS. THE WAS, HOWEVER, THE FIRST 
HEAD-TO-HEAD BETWEEN THE PRESIDENT AND THE RPF SINCE 
THE RPF CAME TO KIGALI. THE DISCOURSE WAS COURTEOUS 
AND BOTH SIDES HOPED FOR FURTHER MEETINGS. THE RPF 
DELEGATION, HEADED BY RPF VICE-PRESIDENT PATRICK 
MAZIMHAKA, REDEDICATED ITSELF TO IMPLEMENTATION OF 
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THE ARUSHA PEACE ACCORD BUT INSISTED ON SEATING IN 
THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY THE PL DEPUTIES ELECTED LAST 
SEPTEMBER RATHER THAN THOSE ELECTED LATER WHO ARE 
PREFERRED BY THE PRESIDENT. IN A JOINT COMMUNIQUE, 
THE TWO SIDES REAFFIRMED THEIR COMMITMENT TO REPECT 
THE PEACE ACCORD, END THE CAUSES OF INSECURITY, AND 
FIND A SOLUTION TO THE IMPASSE BLOCKING INSTALLATION 
OF THE TRANSITION INSTITUTIONS. THEY CALLED FOR 
DIALOGUE AND MUTUAL RESPECT AMONG ALL THE ACTORS AND 
SUGGESTED A MEETING BE HELD 1/9 TO CONTINUE 
DISCUSSIONS. ALSO PRESENT AT THE MEETING WERE THE 
CURRENT PRIME MINISTER, THE UN/SYG’S SPECIAL 
REPRESENTATIVE, AND THE OAU/SYG'S REPRESENTATIVE. 

THE RPF AGREED TO THE MEETING EVEN THOUGH IT WAS HELD 
AT THE PRESIDENT'S VILLA AND WITHOUT THE PRIME 
MINISTER DESIGNATE, AS THEY HAD EARLIER DEMANDED. 

CEREMONIES DEFERRED 


4. AS THE POSSIBILITY FOR A HIGH LEVEL MEETING 
DEVELOPED, THE RPF AND THE GROUP OF PARTIES CURRENTLY 
OPPOSED TO THE PRESIDENT, I.E., THE MDR/TWAGIRAMUNGU , 
THE PL/LANDO, THE PSD AND THE PDC , APPARENTLY 
DEFERRED EARLIER DEMANDS FOR THE INSTITUTIONS TO BE 
INSTALLED DURING THE WEEKEND. THE RPF, IN A 1/6 
LETTER, HAD CALLED ON THE PRESIDENT TO END HIS 
INTERFERENCE IN OTHER ORGANS OF THE STATE AND INSTALL 
THE INSTITUTIONS BY 1/8. THE LETTER DID NOT SPECIFY 
WHAT THE RPF WOULD DO IF ITS DEADLINE WENT UNMET. 
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THE MDR, PSD, PDC, AND PL ADDRESSED 
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A LETTER TO THE PRESIDENT BLAMING HIS INTERVENTION IN 
THE PROCESS FOR THE CURRENT IMPASSE. SPECIFICALLY, 
THEY BLAMED HIM FOR INTERFERING IN THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF THE LISTS OF DEPUTIES, IN DETERMINING THE MEMBERS 
OF THE GOVERNMENT, IN ORGANIZING THE SWEARING-IN 
CEREMONIES, AND FOR SCHEDULING THE SWEARING-IN OF THE 
ASSEMBLY AND GOVERNMENT ON DIFFERENT DAYS. THEY 
CALLED FOR THE INSTITUTIONS TO BE IN PLACE BEFORE THE 
END OF THE WEEKEND. 

PRIME MINISTER AND PRESIDENT REACT 


6. THE PRIME MINISTER RESPONDED TO THESE CHALLENGES 
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BY ANNOUNCING A SWEARING-IN CEREMONY FOR 1/8 FOR THE 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLY AND THE GOVERNMENT. THE 
PRESIDENT'S CABINET DIRECTOR RESPONDED TO THE PRIME 
MINISTER WITH A QUESTION: COULD SHE ASSURE THE 

PRESIDENT THAT ALL THE POLITICAL FORCES IN THE 
COUNTRY WOULD BE PRESENT FOR THE CEREMONY? HE NOTED 
THAT SUCH ABSENCES HAD FORCED POSTPONEMENT OF THE 
EARLIER CEREMONIES.

8. AD WESTERN DIPLOMATS DECIDED 1/7 TO
